Nursing degree faces extinction

The four-year Bachelor of 
Science in Nursing degree will 
be phased out at UTM. ac¬ 
cording to a statement made 
by Chancellor Smith at 
Wednesday’s dutch-treat 
luncheon 

"It's the kind of move that 
makes sense in the tight 
economic situations we are 
facing," commented Smith 
when contacted later for a 
statement "It will help us do 
our part in overcoming the 
shortage of nurses in Nor¬ 
thwest Tennessee I support 
fully his (Milton Simmons') 
recommendations in this 
area." 

“We’ve got to put the 
resources of the institution at 
the place where they will do 
the most good for the greatest 
number of students," said 
Simmons, vice chancellor of 
Academic Affairs 

“We have an accredited 
Associate of Arts nursing 
program of very high quality, 
and as long as we maintain the 
B S.N. program, we could only 
admit GO people into it (the 
A A program! We have well 
over 100 applicants right now 
for this coming fall," stated 
Simmons "We will increase 
the numbers of admission s 
into the A.A program in 
connection with discontinuing 
M».B.S.N program."

"The B S N program has 
not been a productive 
program in terms of credit 
hours produced, and a part of 
that has to do with the nature 
of the program It’s a two- 
plus two program that only 
admits registered nurses It 
appears thal we don't have a 
population of registered 
nurses great enough for a 
program like that to even 
come close to meeting its 
costs," said Simmons 

All students presently 
enrolled in the program will 
have the opportunity to 
complete the program, ac 
cording to Simmons 


"We've already had 
consultations with the people 
in the UT Center for the 
Health Sciences in Memphis 
where they will cooperate with 
us in arranging a program 
whereby each student 
presently in that program who 
w ishes to may complete it and 
graduate What we re talking 
about so far would be with a 
view toward the completion 
here at UTM Some work may 
be offered in the summer from 
there (UTCHS)," stated 
Simmons. 

As a result of the change, 
UTM will be able to supply 
more nurses to area hospitals, 
according to Simmons 


"Pie nursing shortage in 
West Tennessee is second only 
to that in Southern California 
There are great demands for 
nurses 

"We have had two faculty 
members who have resigned 
who wire in the B S N 
program Another had 
resigned before the beginning 
of last year but came back to 
help out in the Spring Qurt 
ter One of these individuals 
will be replaced, and will 
serve only in the A A 
program. The other will not 
be replaced in the immediate 
upcoming year." Simmons 
said

'Beach Night' slated

An interim quarter will be 
offered during Christmas 
break at UTM this year, ac 
cording to Wayne Chester, 
director of the evening school 
program. 

“This is a way of obtaining 
quick credit, personal in¬ 
struction on a small class 
basis, and concentrated study 
on one topic,” Chester said 

The list of classes for this 
new quarter has not been 
completed 

"Students who would like to 


take a particular course 
during the interim quarter 
should contact the most 
probable instructor for the 
course to call me,” Chester 
said. "Let us know if there are 
some classes which you would 
like to take during this 
time ." 

The quarter, which will run 
from Dec. 3-16, is geared 
primarily for on-campus 
students, “but this does not 
mean that older people cannot 
take the courses, too," 
Chester said 

Students may take one 
three-hour class or, with 
permission from the faculty 
advisor and dean of the 
respective school, two classes, 
Chester explained. 

"I visualize 12-15 un¬ 
dergraduate courses covering 
the various disciplines," 
Chester said. “These will 
mainly be basic courses” 
Chester said that it is 
"imperative" that veterans 
take a course during this time 
in order to receive their 
paychecks for December 
Chester said that he hoped it 
would be possible to have the 
library and on-campus 
housing available during the 
interim quarter The courses 
themselves may be confined 
to one or two buildings on 
campus for energy con¬ 
servation purposes 


Registration for the interim 
will probably be held near the 
end of Fall Quarter, Chester 
said Cost for each course is 
$57

Elizabeth Acree, 32, of 
Union City was taken to 
Jackson-Madison County 
General Hospital in Jackson 
after a collision with a bike 
being ridden by Clyde Wayne 
Williams Jr., a former UTM 
student, of Oxford Street 
Acree underwent surgery to 
relieve a blood clot on the 
brain and was listed in poor 
condition in the Intensive Care 
Unit neurological Section 
yesterday afternoon 
Williams was not seriously 
injured in the accident

Bike-pedestrian accident 
brings questions to mind 


Safety needed... 

Student safety has been taken for granted for 
too long After Monday’s bicycle-pedestrian 
accident, we realize that safety is not 

guaranteed 

The University has no regulations concerning 
bicycle safety or appropriate places to ride Ed 
Neil White has indicated that bicyclists are not 
prohibited from riding on the sidewalks, indeed 
are encouraged to ride there 
Not to capitalize on a tragedy, we do feel 
some points need to be made 
Since the University encourages riding on the 
sidewalks, students must take it upon them- 
selves to ensure that sidewalks are safe for 
both pedestrians and bicyclists 
First, bicyclists should keep their rate of 
speed low. Sidewalks were never intended to 
be used as race tracks 
Second, slow down when approaching blind 
spots—hills, corners, etc. You never know 
when an obstacle may be in your path 
Third, always look where you are going If 
you want to look at the flowers or a pretty girl, 
stop before you look 

Pedestrians should always be on the lookout 
for bikes First, when near a bicyclist, stay to 
the side of the walk to allow him planty of room 
Second, do not make sudden stops or 
direction changes in front of a bicyclist Doing 
so could startle him 

Third, don't ever stop in a place where you 
can't be seen by an approaching bicyclist He 
can't stop if he has seen you with only two feet 
to spare 

In making these particular suggestions, we in 
no way mean to imply that failure to do any one 
or some combination of these caused Monday ’s 
accident 

Fortunately, this accident is the only one in 
recent history Regulations have Drobably 
been overlooked until this time because there 
was no apparent need for them Perhaps now is 
the time to make a change Before it happens 
again

The tragic bicycle-pedestrian accident in 
front of the Paul Meek Library Monday serves 
to reinforce The Pacer’s long-held contention 
that an ambulance-type vehicle is desperately- 
needed on the UTM campus 
Previously we based this opinion on the 
dangers of football injuries, since no am 
balance is available at the UTM football games 
on Saturday afternoons We supported the 
opinion with the tragedy involving the 
university van and the UTM international 
students Going even farther back, we find an 
incident in which a UTM student nearly 
drowned in the dome pool, while no help 
arrived for some time 
The irony of the situation is that the 
inevitable serious accident did not happen on a 
football field, in an automobile or in a swim 
ming pool It happened where one would least 
expect it: on a campus sidewalk in front ot the 
library There was no snow or ice to slip on. no 
loose stones or pot hole to trip on Just a 
smoothly paved sidewalk on a sunny day. 

A freak accident has brought home the 
point in a terribly truthful way The victim lay 
in the sun until it was determined that the 
Weakley County Ambulance could not 
arrive soon enough to be of any assistance 
She was moved by Safety and Security and 
transported to the hospital in the back seat of a 
Safety and Security automobile 
More than ever, it is apparent that some type 
of transport vehicle should be purchased and 
equipped for use on the UTM campus. A 
station-wagon with a stretcher would be a large 
improvement over the current situation. 

An emergency vehicle should be mandatory: 
with 3000-plus people on a campus the size of 
UTM someone is bound to be injured and need 
medical attention fast. They are not always 
going to be able to walk to a patrol car and sit 
up in a car seat 

If anyone was waiting for proof of this con¬ 
tention. we received it this week 


UTM Rodeo team earns 
its winningest team' title 


The University of Tennessee at Martin Rodeo 
team deserves the support of the University as 
much as the football, basketball, baseball, 
volleyball and tennis teams Whereas, the 
latter sports have contributed to the growth of 
the University and have done exceptionally 
well over the years, the Rodeo team has done 
an excellent job, not only in their bouts, but also 
in promoting UTM. 

Termed recently as “the winningest team on 
campus," the Rodeo team is currently ranking 
second in the Ozark Region of the National 
Intercollegiate Rodeo Association with over IS 
schools competing Martin’s 12th Annual 
Rodeo scheduled for May 16, 17 and 18 will 
decide the regional championship And. not 
surprisingly, this is not the first time the 
cowboys have found themselves in the winner's 
circle This same time last year (1979) the 
UTM Rodeo team was also ranked second in 
the same region The two previous years 
(1977 and 1978) the team placed first in the 
NIRA Ozark Region Consequently, the 1979 


team coach Tony Coleman was named NIRA 
national champion in 1977. 

The Rodeo team qualified for the NIRA in 
1974 and in 1975 placed second in the Ozark 
Region In 1975, Skip Emmit was named All- 
Round-Cowboy by the NIRA and in 1976, he won 
the national title—becoming the first cowboy 
from a school east of the Mississippi River to 
win the title. Since 1975, the UTM cowboys 
have never placed lower than 10th nationally 
out of 220 schools 

Following in the shoes of Coleman. Emmit 
and others are members of this year’s team 
such as Cliff Goodrich, Jay Church (this year’s 
Rodeo Club president). Bobby Gomto and 
George Mesimer 

With such a visible record, to date, and with 
even higher goals for the future, the UTM 
Rodeo team has survived virtually 
unnoticed by the University community The 
records show what this group has done on its 
own. what great achievements could come to 
light with a little much-deserved support?

Derby-day 

Genuine Risk 

It is ironic that the second 
filly to win the Kentucky 
Derby in its 107-year history 
should have such a name It 
was indeed a “genuine risk" 
to purchase a filly in the 
traditionally male-dominated 
sport of horse racing, par 
ticularly, it was a risk to train 
her to race. 

Obviously, strained 
parallels have been drawn and 
will continue to be drawn that 
compare this three-year-old’s 
victory with the continuing 
struggle for women's rights 
Of course, no valid com¬ 
parisons can be drawn, but, in 
this year of extended ERA 
ratification time, it certainly 
makes one think about the 
changes that have pushed 
females of all types to the 
forefront. 

No one but the Firestones 
and LeRoy Jolley, her owners 
and trainer, realize just how 
much of a risk it was to enter 
Genuine Risk in the Kentucky 
Derby. Her chances of win¬ 
ning were incredibly low, in 
the face of tradition, and age- 
old questions of feminine 
stamina (the Derby is a mile 
and-a-quarter) were 
agonizing points to be con¬ 
sidered 

It is a definite tribute to the 
power of faith and positive 
thinking that the chance was 
taken to pay the training fees, 
the entrance fees and to give 
Genuine Risk the opportunity 
to compete with the boys. 
Twelve boys, in this cAse. 
although the field for any 
Kentucky Derby is much 
greater initially 

One especially nice result of 
Genuine Risk's win last 
Saturday is that the beauty 
and grace of hose racing have 
been personfied, or at least 
given living form. The 
majestic and stillun equaled 
speed of Secretariat, the 
almost-playfu) nature of 
Foolish Pleasure and the 
powerful stamina of Spec 
tacular Bid are well-known 
demonstration of the ex¬ 
citement and pace of the 
sport; Genuine Risk adds an 
element of femininity that is 
welcomed.

UTM priorities 
resulted in closing 


To the Editor: 

I was disappointed in the 
recent announcement of the 
closing of the Student 
Volunteer Service Bureau and 
proud to see your editorial of 
admonishment for this 
decision As the former 
chairman of the ad hoc 
University committee that 
recommended the creation of 
the Volunteer Service Bureau 
several years ago. I am 
knowledgeable as to the ex¬ 
pressed desire by community 
groups for the existence of 
such an activity. Since its 
creation, the Bureau has 
contributed hundreds of hours 
of human effort with an 
economic value in Ihe 
thousands of dollars The 
various contributions of 
volunteers to area needs is a 
noble record of human 
concern for others. 

For those who state that 
there are other campus 
groups to perform such ac¬ 
tivity is to mix apples and 
oranges Many of the in¬ 
dividuals who aided in the 
Bureau did not do so as a 
pledge class duty or in order to 
gain organizational 
recognition They assisted 
individually, and they did so 
because they cared It was a 
walk-in opportunity where any 
person could seek to serve 
someone other than “I." 

The closing of the Bureau 
was not one of economics but 
rather of commitment. 
Numerous small and large 
colleges around the nation are 
operating viable volunteer 
centers. Like UTM, they too 
have budgetary constraints. 

A Volunteer Service Bureau 
survives because there is a 
priority value placed upon it 
It is unfortunate for UTM that 
we have chosen to place our 
priorities elsewhere Over 
and beyond the sense of pride 


that such an agency should 
bring to our institution, it is 
(forgive me for noting the 
practical) also a very 
valuable public relations 
instrument for the University 
I noted recently that Hank 
Aaron in his visit to UTM 
priased our institution for 
seeking to develop the whole 
student—spiritually. intell¬ 
ectually and physically. I 
suspected that as one who now 
contributes much of his own 
time to volunteer work, Mr 
Aaron would endorse strongly 
UTM’s continuing com¬ 
mitment to a Volunteer 
Service Bureau I also noted 
that in the same gathering 
with Mr Aaron was Chan 
cellor Smith, who stated that

Service Bureau and beneath 
the “Big Orange” blanket, the 
loss of a small part of what 
was good about our school 
may not receive much at¬ 
tention. Yet. as one weak 
voice I can only say, "We 
could have done better.”

The SGA Congress would 
like to clear up any questions 
concerning last week's edition 
of The Pacer where it was 
stated that the Congress “was 
too worried that if they helped 
Volunteer Services, another 
needy organization would 
come and ask for money " 

Ms. Cowser did approach 
Congress in a plea for 
financial as well as moral 
support After much con¬ 
sideration, the plea for 
financial assistance was 
denied However, there are 
several concrete justifications 
for our decisions, of which we 
will present a few 

First of all, the SGA 
Congress is primarily a 
legislative body in which our 
function is to channel student 
needs to the appropriate 
source Congress is not 
equipped or designed to meet 
such needs directly 

The needs of the Volunteer 
Services Organization were 
indeed channeled to several 
organizations where help 
might be available 

Congress suggested to the

Gamma Sigma Sigma service 
sorority that this would be a 
worth pledge project. The 
project was in turn approved 
and in planning when the 
Bureau terminated. 

It was also recommended to 
all members of Congress that 
they suggest fund-raising 
projects to their respective 
organizations 

Another means of raising 
funds was suggested in an¬ 
ticipation of the Student 
Activities Fee being approved 
which would have likely 
contained ample funds 
specifically designated for 
needy organizations such as 
the Volunteer Services 
Bureau 

We would also like to add 
that our decision could not 
have had any effect on the 
termination of the Bureau in 
that Ms Cowser personally 
informed a member of 
Congress of her resignation 
fjefore the congressional 
decision was released 

Let it be understood that the
